Is a possibility th st the official- returns may 
modify the radically apparent results on the 
State ticket. The elem ents which have entered 
into the present cam paign and contributed to a 
great extent to the scratching, are the Farm ­ 
ers' M utual Benefit Association, and the agita­ 
tion of tbe compulsory Bchool law, and Inde 
pendent Citizens' ticket in Cook county. 
Tfce results also show th at there has been an 
im m ense am ount of trading on the local and 
State tickets, not only in Cook county, but 
throughout th esta te . W here the local contest 
was heated the indications to-aight point to a 
m uch larger L utheran or anti-school law vole 
than was anticipated by either of the parties. 
It is doubtless <lue to the R abbi’s expressed op 
position to the law in its present form, and to 
Amberg’s acquiesence in its m odification, 
th a t these gentlem en, although of different 
political parties, but both of Germ an natlvi>y, 
received the im m ense vote w hich they did in 
all Ihe localities w here these sectarian socie­ 
ties have agitated the school question.

W ashington, Novemher 5»h.— Major- 
General Howard, commanding the Division 
of tbe Ariantic, in bis annual report, dwells 
on the necessity of coniinued activity in 
the m atter of seacoast defenses. 
He esrn- 
eslly hopes the efforts will be continued to 
organize the three branches of the ermv 
into regiments of twelve troops, the bat­ 
teries or companies to b“ ctfieertd by the 
num ber and grade of officers now author­ 
ized for the cavalry regiment. The present 
m axim um of 25,000 enlisted men results in 
severe restriction, and to keep the organi­ 
zation up to 25.000, the m axim um 
al­ 
lowed should not be less than 35 000 
General Howard ta js tbe effect of having 
an organized army in 1800, wiih officers of 
nearly the same age who had already snf- 
fered much hardship in the rebellion, is 
now working a serious iujury to the serv­ 
ice. Tbe num ber of disabled officers far 
exceeds the am ount of tboretired list. Such 
officers as are above 04 years of age should, 
by legislation, be transferred from the 
limited to the unlimited reiired list. In 
case of enlisted men, 30 years' service is 
too long before retirem ent, and 25 years is 
suggested. 
Until last September the m ortality of In ­ 
dian p ris o n e rs was excessive, but it now 
appears lo have been cbtcked. 
A Dew 
village should be constructed for them in 
place of th e present temporary shelters. 
The idea of making these Indians self-sus 
taining had to be given up, and the pay of 
fifty cents a day, w h ic h h a s been allowed 
those who work for the post, will result in 
ameliorating th e ir discontent. 
In conclusion. General Howard suggests 
that some system of school battalions of 
boys from 17 to 21 years of age be organ­ 
ized as a source of supply of material for 
non-commissioned officers for the army 
and militia. 


S H O R T E N IN G T H E R O U TE .

N ew Y o rk , November 5 tb .—James John­ 
son, engineer, with two assistants from 
LondoD. have arrived, and proceeded to 
Quebec to begin the survey of the proposed 
Quebec, Montmorencey and Charleroix 
Railway, which is to form one of the most 
im portant links in the new 'rans Atlantic 
service between Canada and Eugland. The 
new company will be known as the North 
Canadian Atlantic Railway and Steamship 
Syndicate, Limited. 
The scheme is to construct a line of rail­ 
way between Quebec and the extreme east 
of the Labrador coast, presumably St. 
Charles Bay, whence steamers of twenty 
knots can readily accomplish the voyage 10 
Milford Haven in uinetv-four hour’s. 
As 
the distance is oniy 1 870 miles against 
4 070 miles from New York to Liverpool, 
the saving on the new route will be sixty 
hours. 
On the English side the Great 
Western Railway will make quick connec­ 
tion to London and Liverpool. 
On this side a route to Chicago io forty- 
seven hours will be afforded by tbe Grand 
Trunk and North Canadian Atlantic. This 
will m ake tbe trip from Chicago to Milford 
Haven five days and twenty-one hours. 
The same trip consumes at least seven days. 
The proposed new route, therefore, will 
represent an actual saving of two days and 
a half of uncomfortable sea passage.

WOKEN IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


The M a n n e r o f T h e ir K ntry In to It Se­ 
verely C ondem ned. 
. 
manner of women's entrv into pub­ 
lic life ha?, I hoi»l, affected mischievously 
their attitude toward public affairs, savs a 
w riter in the UV.vri.i n.ftrr I L r io . 
It'h a s 
confirmed in them a teutieucv, already fos­ 
tered hy the commonly used form of 
speech regarding 
the -ex, to consider 
themselves as superior i>eiiigs, with a gen­ 
eral mission to reform the world and to 
instruct mankind at large how to behave. 
I should he the last to deny that women 
have something to teach, somethiug to 
show, something to add to the sum of 
human wisdom, or that many of the affairs 
which men have sadly huugled cun he set­ 
tled otherw ise than by the intervention of 
women aud by the acceptance of their 
counsel and help. 
It does n»ft follow* that 
there is any reason for the adoption of 
superior airs 011 the part of women gen­ 
erally merely because they are women. 
The- attitude is not becoming, and tends to 
make the enemy blaspheme. 
The calmly 
dogmatic tone so often assumed hy those 
who |>ose as spokesmen of the sex is nol a 
little trying to such of their fetlow-women 
as happen to possess a sense of humor or 
of the fitness of things. 
Dejiend upon it, if women are to partake 
of the banquet of life, from all share in 
which they have been debarred hitherto, 
it is not in the capacity of official tasters 
of foo«I that they will lie admitted. 
They 
may feast, or they m ay look on; they will 
not do both. 
It is natural, no doubt, th at 
after ages of repression women, gaining for 
the fir-t time in the long history of the 
world freedom and right ot speech, should 
be strongly incliucd to repay repression 
with repression and with force, if not of 
one kind then of another. 
It is natural, 
but it is unscientific; for actions of th at 
kind can have hut a slight aud temporary 
place in the evolution of society. 
If any­ 
thing that I have so far tried to m aintain 
is true, it follows that the power of woman 
must be limited by their environment—hy 
the degree of progress which society has 
attained. 
W hether they will tame and 
rule that brute force which lies over in the 
background as the last and final resort, is 
more than any one can undertake to say, 
but at present they can only rule by its ac­ 
quiescence, and by the altered value which 
scientific discoveries have given to merely 
muscular forms of strength. 
A t the same 
time, we may see, from a glante at politi­ 
cal affairs, how mtacL-ievous is the attem pt 
to hold back the hands of the clock when 
public sentim ent has already marked the 
hour. 
W hile the right to exercise the fran­ 
chise is persistently denied to women, their 
mother wit has enabled them to lay firm 
hold upon political power, and, although 
still remaining officially unrecognized, to 
attain a position of no small itn|>ortance in 
political affairs. Being refused responsible 
power, they exercise it in an irresponsible 
and, therefore, a mischievous form. 
Such 
formal recognition of their position as, 
say, the conferring of the parliam entary 
franchise upon duly qualified women would 
now act rather as a steadying than an ex­ 
citing force. 
And here let me say, in 
closing, that neither in politics nor in 
anything else is the future direction of 
women’s proclivities as yet revealed. 
It 
is the fashion, indeed, to assume complete 
knowledge upon this intere-fting question, 
and the strength and directiou of feminine 
influence is habitually discounted with the 
utmost confidence. 
Now, if women are 
entering, as F huld. upon a new era, it is 
inevitable that tbeir aims, ideals and 
wishes should umlergo considerable change. 
The ideas of bondage are not the ideas of 
freedom, and women have not wholly 
emerged from one into the other. 


THE FAMOUS RIDE. 


A F e a t T lia t H as F ew I’a ra lle i* In P h y si­ 
c a l Fnftnrance an<l B rav ery . 
“The greatest physical achievement ever 
accomplished in this country,” said John 
F. Graham at the Glenarm to a Denver 
Anre reporter, “ was the ride of F. X. Au­ 
brey from the plaza of Santa Fe, N. M., to 
the public square at Independence, Mo., 
a distance of nearly 800 miles, through a 
country inhabited by warlike Indians, a 
large part of which was then a sandy 
desert.” 
Being urged to give an account of the 
ride, Graham proceeded: 
“It was about 
the year 1851 that Aubrey gave his won­ 
derful test of human endurance before 
which all other attem pts of the kind pale 
into insignificance. 
H e was a short, heavy 
set man, 38 years of age, in the prime of 
manhood and strength. 
H is business for 
ten years as a Santa Fe trader had made 
him perfectly fam iliar with the trail and 
the stopping places. 
H e was a perfect 
horseman, and, although there were great 
riders in those days, none of them cared 
to dispute the palm with Aubrey. On a 
wager of $1,000 he undertook to ride 
alone 
from Santa Fe to Independence 
inside of six 
days. 
It 
was 
thirty- 
nine 
years ago that he undertook the 
terrible feat. 
It was to be the supreme 
effort of his life, and he sent a half 
dozen of the swiftest horses ahead to be 
stationed at different points for use in the 
ride. 
H e left Santa Fe in a sweeping gal­ 
lop, and that was the pace he kept up dur­ 
ing nearly every hour of the time until he 
fell fainting from his foam-covered horse 
in the square at Independence. 
No man 
could keep with the rider, and he would 
have killed every horse in the W est rather 
than to have failed iu the undertaking 
It took him just five days and nineteen 
hours to pertorm the feat, aud it cost the 
lives of several of his best horses. 
A fter 
being carried into a room at the old hotel 
at Independence Aubrey lay for forty-eight 
hours in a dead stupor before he came to 
his senses. 
H e would never have recov­ 
ered from the shock had it not beeu for his 
wonderful constitution. 
The 
feat 
was 
unanimo'islv regarded by W estern men as 
the greatest exhibition of strength and en­ 
durance ever known on the plains.” 
“W hat became of Aubrey afterward?” 
was asked. 
“A fter his ride be became (he lion of 
the West, and was dined and feted at St. 
Louis as though he had been a conquering 
hero. 
H e finally met his death at the 
hand of a friend. 
One day in 1S54, in an 
altercation 
w ith 
Major 
Richard 
H . 
W eightman, the great rider was stabbed to 
the heart and dropped dead in a Senta I’e 
saloon. 
H e was buried in an unknown 
grave, and all that is remembered of 
Aubrey is his remarkable ride. 
\ \ eight- 
man was tried upon the charge of murder, 
hut was acquitted, and, joining the Con­ 
federate army, was shot at \\ ¡Ison’s creek 
while leading his brigade into battle.

THE ELECTION. 


A.t this writing we are unable to ascertain 
firecisely what is the result of the election. 
B u t in fh e East there appears to have 
risen a tidal wave of the Democracy that 
w ill sweep into Congress a handsome ma­ 
jo rity for the Democratic party. 
I d this State it is a fair assumption that 
th e Republicans have carried the State by 
a good majority, and that both the Legis­ 
la tu re 
and 
the 
Executive 
branches 
o f Government will be Republican. 
But 
th is assumption may be overthrown by 
th e returns which are vexatiously delayed, 
a n d in San Francisco shamefully so. 
In 
th is county the Republican ticket has pre­ 
vailed, with the exception of three or 
four of its nominees. 
In the city but two of the opposition 
■Candidates are elected. 
In several cases 
B util the official count is had the actual 
re su lt will not be known. 
It is too early to speculate upon the rea­ 
sons for the apparent sweeping changes at 
th e East, but it is probable that when the 
inquiry is instituted, it will be found that 
th e reformation of the tariff schedule lies 
a t the bottom of the revolution; that the 
people have been led to believe that they 
w ere to pay more for supplies than hereto­ 
fore, w ithout any beneficial results in cases 
where, in fact, there has been an advance. 
W hen the smoke of the battle has cleared 
away, however, a clear view of the causes 
Underlying the upheaval will be had, and 
accurate conclusions can then be reached. 


THE STORY LAW. 


T he Story system of counting votes was 
tested for the first time in a State election 
o n Tuesday. 
It proved a signal failure, 
n o t because it is not in theory sound, but 
fiom the fact that for its smooth and rapid 
operation it calls for clerical ability of an 
order that is born only of long experience 
au d commercial or mathem atical educa­ 
tio n and training. 
If officers of Election 
JJoards were all trained bookkeepers, the 
S to ry system could be carried out easily 
And with great benefit. 
But since it is 
Hot possible to so constitute the Boards, 
th e system cannot, we fear, be pot into 
effectual operation. 
In this city, with average Boards, as to 
Competency, it required twice the time to 
-count the votes that would have been con­ 
sum ed under the old tally system.

S tory 
plan 
is

of book­ 
keeping, 
w ith 
the 
equivalent 
of 
cash-book entries of journalizing 
and 
« f le Iger posting. 
To instruct a new set 
o f officers for each election, so as to carry 
o u t the scheme of the new law, we fear is 
• u t of the question. 
In tiiis county there were on Tuesday 
320 members of the Election Boards. 
Of 
these not twenty fully understood the 
Story system, nor were the most of them 
disposed to give the time and practice 
necessary to make them proficient in it for 
« o n e day’s service. Two years hence 320 
O ther officers will be chosen to preside 
ov er the ballot-box, and they will go to 
th e ir tas ks no better qualified than those 
o f K-G0. 
If it is replied, “select expert 
clerical forces," the reply is that in small 
precincts they cannot be had, except in a 
few cases, when all the other require­ 
m ents of the law are taken into account. 
T hus, teachers are prohibited from serv­ 
ing, or clerks in public departments, or 
Anyone serving under a State, county or 
c ity departm ent. 
W e repeat that in 
theory the Story system is excellent; the 
bulletin josting it requires is a barrier to 
fraud very largely, and the method of 
obtaining results is a mathematical one 
th a t or responds with the best systems of 
deb it and credit account keeping. 
But 
th a t it can be pnt into operation effect­ 
ive'. . except in precincts where the com- 
m er. i it clement largely predominates, we 
»re it. ined very strongly to believe is out 
o f the question. 


BEFOGGING SCIEHTIFIC KNOWLEDGE 


W . J . Youmans, the accomplished editor 
of the Popular Science Monthly, enters a 
tim ely protest against the methods em­ 
ployed bv scientists in addressing the pop­ 
u lar ear, the general intelligence, the 
broad reading world. 
Those who preach 
above the heads of the people are styled 
th e mvstifiers of science. 
The title is well 
chosen'. 
E litor Youroan* reflects the sen­ 
tim ent of the great mass of readers in say­ 
ing to tin 
Icut-st: 
-Nobody wants you 
to^bring down to popular comprehension 
th at which anuot possibly bo ixipularly 
Comprehended; but we do want you to 
have, a-”’ ‘how that you have, an interest 


in tli 


then we make bold to say th at your »o- 
c&lled science is merely a laborious and 
pretentious idleness.” 
T hat is very plain talk, but it has been 
needed, and it is peculiarly fitting th at the 
editor of the leading scientific journal of 
the country should utter it. There is no 
necessity for befogging scientific knowledge 
with a terminology and a style so techni­ 
cal that they operate as barriers to popu­ 
lar comprehension. 
If scientists will only 
pause to think upon the truth, they will 
realize that what editor d oilm ans says is 
substantially correct—that the judgm ent 
and taste of the public in matters of sci 
ence are just as susceptible of cultivation 
as in music and the fine arts, and that 
scientific men owe it to themselves to see 
that opportunity for this culture is not 
withheld._______________________ 


THE SMALL PRECINCT SYSTEM. 


The wisdom of lim iting the number of 
voters in a precinct to 200 is undeniable; 
it has been now demonstrated, and no 
man who has m y regard whatever for the 
elective franchise and free government 
•will ask for a return to the old system, if 
he has personal knowledge of the new. 
The only reason th at there was snch de­ 
lay as was the rule Tuesday night, is that 
the Story method of counting, as put in 
practice, handicapped the small precinct 
system. 
T hat was certainly true in Sac­ 
ramento, and from all indications it was 
evidently true throughout the State. 
If there is not, therefore, any intricate 
system 
of counting 
interposed, then 
by the system of small precincts speed 
in counting ballots is promoted, but a 
greater gain by far is the tim e afforded 
voters in which to cast their ballots. 
The 
polls being open for eleven hours, and the 
elector-1 being divided as nearly as can be 
done into groups of 200, there is allotted 
more than three minutes to each voter in 
which to deposit his ballot. 
The old-time crowding and pushing 
about the polls is avoided under the new 
system; the element th a t was wont to 
block the way to the ballot-box and delay 
voters is too small to be divided among 
thirty odd precincts in such a city as this 
and accomplish its vicious ends. 
Still 
further virtues of the small precinct sys­ 
tem, and which the authorities have not 
shown enthusiastic 
friendship for, are 
that it enables the elector to know person­ 
ally or by research every other elector and 
his qualifications to vote, or his disqual­ 
ifications; the greater cost the system im ­ 
poses upon the vicious men who buy votes; 
the quiet it insures to the public, and con­ 
sequently the dignity it adds to the elec­ 
tive system ; the aid it is to the tim id 
man who will not vote in a crowd, or put 
him self at risk of any kind of inconveni­ 
ence or punishment in order to exercise 
his right as a free man. 
Unhampered by involved devices of 
counting, standing alone and upon its own 
merits, therefore, the small precinct sys­ 
tem is a great advance in securing cleanli­ 
ness in elections, full and fair expression of 
the popular will, rapid counting and early 
announcement of the results of ballot­ 
ing. 
And in this last advantage resides 
another. 
W here the tallies 
can 
be 
early declared, the opportunities to alter 
returns, m anipulate 
ballots and adjust 
counts to meet the ends of the un­ 
scrupulous, are very few. 
Such influences 
profit by all night counts, large tally sheets, 
the weariness of clerks, the m ultiplicity of 
ballots and the great opportunity a long 
count affords for crim inally m anipulating 
ballots. 
There was a great deal said recently 
about the heavy cost to the people of set­ 
ting up and officering so many precinct 
election boards. 
But the cost, no m atter 
what it is, is a bagatelle compared to the 
incalculable benefits of the small precinct 
system. 
Cost cuts no figure whatever in 
schemes th at are intended to secure the 
integrity of the ballot box, the freedom of 
the voter, honest counts and true returns. 
It is rumored that because of the elem ent 
of heavy cost an effort will be made in the 
approaching legislative session to raise the 
precinct lim it to four hundred voters. 
If 
any such attem pt is made, it can be relied 
upon as having its genesis in vicious in­ 
fluences, and as being prompted by those 
who wish to profit by the fears and the 
tim idity ef some voters, the cupidity of 
others, and the opportunity to commit 
crimes against the ballot-box.

Gnisseppe Scatini, the Italian who was 
stabbed Tuesday evening 
by 
Odoardo 
Frediani, at the corner of Second and L 
streets, died last evening at 5:30 o’clock in 
his room at the Garibaldi Honse, from the 
effects of the cat he received in the ab­ 
domen, and his body now lies at the 
Morgue. 
Shortly 
after 
the 
stabbing Scatini's 
friends earned him to a doctor’s office, at 
the corner of Second and K streets, for 
treatm ent. The doctor probed the wound 
and findiDg that the instrnm ent would not 
penetrate farther than about three-quar­ 
ters of an inch, concluded that the wonnd 
was not fatal. 
Scatini, however, was h a rt worst than 
the doctor believed and daring yesterday 
he sank rapidly, and never rallied. 
Frediani, the knife wielder, is well known 
about town, having been a peddler of limes 
for a num ber ot years. 
Immediately after 
doing the cnttiDg Frediani tied, and the of­ 
ficers feared that he had left the city. They 
searched high and low for him daring 
Tuesday night, and telegrams were sent to 
San Francisco and other places he was 
likely to go to. 
Last evening, however, the officers be­ 
came possessed of facts which led them to 
snspect that Frediani was bidiog in a bonse 
on Second street, between Q arid R, and 
plans were laid for his capture. About 8:30 
o’clock officers Arlington, Farrell, Wagner 
and McLaughlin surrounded the house, 
and one of them rapped upon tbe door. 
Frediani was inside, and immediately 
realized bis danger. 
He rushed to the rear part .of the house 
and, opening a window, jum ped out and 
tried to hide in a clump of bushes which 
grew near the house. Tne officers discov 
ered him, though, and pounced upon him. 
Frediani atruggled, but there were too 
many of them for him , and he was com­ 
pelled to march off to the city prison. 
H e was charged with murder. 
Frediani declines to talk about the affair, 
hia only explanation being that Scatini 
owed him money for limes, aud not only 
refnsed to pay it, but abased him for ask­ 
ing for his money. 
Other witnesses say that the two Italians 
quarreled in a saloon about the lime bill. 
Scatini then walked out, and a few minutes 
later, while he was conversing with an ac 
qnaintance on the corner of Second and L, 
Frediani approached, and, without a word 
siruck at him with a dirk-knife. Scatini 
threw up his left arm to ward off the blow 
and the knife penetrated it near the shoul­ 
der. Quick as a flash Frediani struck 
again, this time inflicting the wonnd in 
tbe abdomen which caused his death last 
night. 
Gnisseppe Scatini was a native of Italy, 
unm arried, and about 35 years of age. An 
autopsy will be made upon tne rem ains to­ 
day, and this evening Coroner Clark will 
hold an inqnest.

Xearlv every farmer in the eastern part 


Carp and Cows. 
Some time ago the Superintendent of 
the Census addressed to me some inquiries 
concerning the German carp, which I re­ 
ceived when our Government made its dis­ 
tribution of those fish. 
I replied in good 
faith te the best of my poor ability, but no 
acknowledgment has been made of my an­ 
swer, whereof I conclude that they have 
been thrown out by theofficial at whose re­ 
quest they were made. 
I am confident 
that they contain information which sheuld 
not be lost, and therefore inclose them with 
the blank which called them forth, hoping 
they may see the light in the columns of 
your valuable paper, to whose readers I 
"trust I am not altogether a stranger : 
In 1878 I placed fourcarp in a pond one- 
eighth of an acre in extent, which I had 
prepared especially for their reception, at 
an expense which I cannot now estimate. 
They grew so rapidly that in five years the 
pond was too small for them. 
They were 
unable to turn around in i t ; th eir backs 
were out of water and they could get no 
food, but such as I fed them. 
This con­ 
sisted principally of cabbage, fed them in 
summer in its natural state, in colder 
weather in the form of sauerkraut. 
This 
food was suggested by the Teutonic origin 
of the fish, and they throve finely upon it. 
The parts in the ice and those exposed 
above it were frozen perfectly solid, but 
the fish did not appear to have suffered at 
all from this, for when they thawed ©ut in 
the spring they were as lively as ever. 
H aving attained such a size that it was 
impossible to keep then longer in the 
pond, and knowing that the species subsist 
almost entirely on vegetable food, I turned 
them out in a pasture with my cows as 
soon as the grass was started well. 
It is an 
interesting fact regarding their readiness 
to adapt their habits to their sitnatien, 
that they easily learned, by observing their 
companions, to keep the flies off' by a 
dextrous switching of the tail. 
They 
throve almost as well as when in the pond, 
but becoming 
unruly 
and 
frequently 
breaking bounds 
into 
meadows, grain 
fields and neighbors’ lands, I was obliged 
to kill them. 
The greater portion of the 
carcasses was sold at a fair price in the 
nearest m arket, while I kept a little for 
my own use. 
As “an article of food,” I consider the 
carp quite valuable. 
For a little goes a 
great way, indeed quite around a long 
table, as one mouthful suffices each person, 
unless he be to the manner of German 
carp eating born. 
I do not consider the 
experim ent as having been profitable on 
the whole. 
The Government need not be 
at the trouble of sending me more carp.— 
Forest and Stream.

THE ELECTION. 


ALMOST COMPLETE RETURNS FROM 
THIS COUNTY. 


Stanley for Sheriff, Cravens for Police 
Judge and Irvine for Assessor— 
The Others Republican. 


The R icobp-U nion is able, after a great 
deal of labor, to present a tolerably com­ 
plete table of the city and county vote at 
Tuesday's election. It is not nearly as 
complete as could be wished, but it is the 
best that is possible under the circum­ 
stances 
The Recobp U nion made careful pro­ 
vision for accuracy and promptness in 
the returns to this office, but the an­ 
ticipations indulged in in many cases 
were not realized, the returns coming in in 
unsatisfactory condition. It seems to be 
conventions' that Election Boards furnish­ 
ing news reports fail to observe the request 
to till alt the blanks provided. Some of the 
most competent of the election officials 
have supplied returns but partially made 
out, and very few have given the total vote 
as shown by the poll lists, though the de­ 
sirability of such exhibits was urgently im­ 
pressed upon the officers. 
* 
All the city precincts have been heard 
from, but the'figures given are not claimed 
to be absolutely correct, nor are those for 
each candidate given in all instances. In 
the case of a close vote for any particular 
office the results given could not be de­ 
pended on, but are approximately correct. 
The thanks of the Record U nion are due 
to the gentlemen in the city and the coun­ 
try who returned its election blanks filled 
out with the results iu the many precincts. 
There are a few country precinets yet to 
b« heard from, and as these are all in the 
Twentieth Assembly District, where the

8o far as is known the result in this 
county will be abonl 1.000 majority for the 
Republican State ticket.

Scarcely a week goes by that complaints 
are not made at the police station of rows, 
disturbances and petty robberies committed 
at the notorious Diamond Saloon, on K 
street.

toxicated man with money to get out of 
their grasp without being robbed, Morelli 
went in and asked him to come out. His 
friend started out with him, but was pulled 
backed by the tonghs. 
Morelli west to the rescue of his friend 
again, and was about to lead him out, 
when one hard-looking individual stepped 
up and dealt Morelli a heavy blow in the 
face, knocking him down. 
Morelli jumped up and the fellow went 
at him again, and the others joined in. 
The ex-officer defended himself as best he 
could with a light cane, but they were too 
much for him. He was knocked down 
again and fearfully kicked and beaten. His 
head was badly cut, his face and body 
bruised badly.

MAKING SQUARE HOLES. 


A D rilling M achine as him ple as it is 
Ingenious. 
A feat in m echanics has ju st been ac­ 
com plished in th e prodnction of a m a­ 
chine by means of w hich square holes can 
be drilled in m etal. 
H ith erto it has only 
been possible to d rill round holes, but now 
square holes, and, in fact, holes of complex 
geom etrical 
outline can he drilled as 
easily as circular holes. 
T here are two 
m achines for effecting th is object, one of 
which 
will only d rill e ith er round or 
square holes, th e other w ill d rill holes of 
any shape. 
T he first of tírese is the A in- 
ley-O akes d rillin g m achine, w hich in ap­ 
pearance resem bles an ordinary drillin g 
m achine. 
I t has, however, a spindle com­ 
posed of three concentric parts, upon one 
of w hich is a set of tarns so arranged th at 
each cam, when brought into com bination 
w ith th e part in w hich it works produces 
at th e cu tter a hole of a given size, each 
calm producing a diflerent-sized hole. 
In 
other words, in cutting a square hole the 
toe of th e cutter describes a square. 
I t is 
not possible w ithout draw ings to m ake th e 
arrangem ent clear, but it m ay be stated 
generally 
th a t th e m echanical details, 
w hile very ingenious are very sim ple, and 
th e results very satisfactory. 
T he second m achine is th e T yler-E llis 
d rill, w hich is an outcom e of th e previous 
apparatus. 
In th e T vler-EU is m achine 
th e spindle moves above th e center of the 
ball joint, and by an im proved arrange­ 
m ent of th e w orking p arts holes of any 
conceivable m athem atical outline can be 
drilled. 
A nother point of advantage in 
the T yler-E llis d rill is th a t it cuts clean 
angles in th e square holes, w hereas the 
A inlev-O akes d rill leaves a slight filling of 
m etal in th e angles, w hich have to be 
cleared out after the hole is drilled. 
I t is 
curious to w atch th e m achine form ing a 
four-sided hole in a plate of m etal, but it 
does it in a very practical and effective 
m anner. 
T he value of these m achines 
w ill be found in engineering workshops and 
shipbuilding yards, w here great num bers 
of square holes are constantly required to 
be m ade in various parts of m achinery, 
and would be m uch more frequently m ade 
were th e means at band for form ing them . 
I t is stated th a t th e cost of d rillin g square 
holes is no greater th an th a t of round 
ones, although up to th e present tim e the 
cost has been as one to 36— th a t is to say, a 
square hole has h ith erto cost to m ake 36 
tim es as m uch as a round one. 


A Big D rink. 
In 1631 M arshal T illy, th e G eneral of 
th e forces of th e C atholic League, had 
lieen badly crippled by th e loss of the bat­ 
tle of B eitenfeld, and he was com pelled to 
hasten to th e relief of some of the im perial 
cities of his party. 
These cities were be­ 
ing hard pressed by G ustavus A dolphus; 
Schw einfurt and W urzburg, not very far 
from Hot hen burg, had already fallen into 
his hands; 
and in order to prevent his 
further advance into B avaria and tow ard 
M unich, T illy determ ined 
to 
occupy 
Ivothenbiirg. 
T he town had declared for 
th e P rotestant League some tim e before 
this, and its citizens soldiery had been re­ 
enforced by a detachm ent of th e troojis of 
G ustavus, under th e comm and of Cornet 
Conrad von 
R inkenberg. 
T he burghers 
had great confidence in th e strength of 
th eir walls, nnd relied on th e prom ises of 
fu rth er assistance from th e K in g of Swe­ 
den, who at th a t tim e was a t W urzburg. 
T he weakest point of th e walls, at th e 
northeast corner, had been furiously bom­ 
barded by th e cannon of T illy ’s advance 
forces, and upon his arrival he pressed th e 
siege w ith renewed vigor, th reaten in g the 
besieged w ith th e 
same fate 
he 
had 
dealt out to the town of M adgeburg a short 
tim e before. 
Tow ard evening of th e sec­ 
ond day th e tower containing th e powder- 
magazine, near th e point most vigorously 
assaulted, was blow n up by a grenade, th e 
w hite flag of surrender was then displayed, 
and T illy’s forces took possession, refusing 
any term s except th e free passage of the 
Sw edish contingent. 
T illy and his principal officers proceeded 
to the R athhau* hall, and sum m oned be­ 
fore him th e B urgom aster and his col­ 
leagues. 
H e condem ned them to be be­ 
headed, and th e executioner was sum ­ 
moned. 
M eanw hile the women aud ch il­ 
dren of th e town had been appealing 
to T illy and his officers (or m ercy and 
leniency, and finally he 
relented and 
spared the heads of th e town fathers, but 
levied such a heavy contribution from th e 
people, and m ade his occupancy of the 
place, w hich lasted some weeks, so burden­ 
some, th at th e town never fully recovered 
its form er prosperous condition. 
T he R otheulm rg legend relates th a t 
T illy's change of m ind about th e execu­ 
tion of the Burgom aster and his associates 
was brought about in this wise: 
W hile 
w aiting for the executioner, th e trem bling 
Councilors ordered wine brought from the 
cellars and oflered to th e officers. 
T hey 
drank freely of the wine presented to them 
in a large |>okal (goblet) bv the m aster of 
the cellars. 
T he generous wine warm ed 
th e hearts of th e G enerals, and finally 
T illy oflered to pardon th e B urgom aster 
and his brethren if one of them would 
em pty at a single d raught th e large pokal 
from "which they had been drinking. 
T he 
Councilor and 
ex-B urgom aster 
X usch 
m ade th e attem pt, and althought the pokal 
held th irteen schoppen— fully six q uarts— 
he suoceeded. 
T illy kept his promise, and 
spared th e lives of th e Burgom asters. T he 
fam ily i f X usch was pensioned by the 
town, and was given possession of th e pokal, 
th e pension and th e pokal being in posses­ 
sion of th e fam ily a t th is tim e.— Harper's 
Magazine for November.
